\ i Probably all of us are acutely 
'^conscious of the nearness of the 
war-danger as we await President 
Roosevelt's discussion of the po- 
sition over the air tonight—a talk 
which cannot be expected to do 
other than emphasize the gravity 
i of the crisis.

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RULES GOVERNING 
HEALTH PROGRAM IN 
CORSICANA SCHOOLS 


REGULATIONS OF HEALTH 
NURSE APPROVED BY BOARD 
OF EDUCATION ANNOUNCED 


Rules and regulations governing 


the health program in the Corsi- 
cana public schools aa compiled 
by health nurse, Marion McAdama, 
and approved by the Board of Ed- 
ucation were announced today by 
school authorities with 
the an- 
nouncement that they be closely 
observed by the parents of children 
now attending school. It was point- 
ed out that the rules are In accord- 
ance with the suggestions made by 
the state health department and 
have been approved by Dr. W. T, 
Shell, Jr., city health officer. They 
were announced as follows: 
Disorders 
for which 
children 
may be sent home and readmitted 
when normal or upon certificate 
from family doctor; nausea and 
vomiting; fainting or pallor; fever; 
red or running eyes, sore throat, 
chill or convulsions, eruption of 
rash or any kind, coughing, acutely 
swollen glands in the neck. 


All children who have been ab- 


sent from school because of the 
following diseases shall remain out 
of school as follows. 
German 
measles—Eight 
days 


from day of eruption. 


Red measles—Two weeks from 


appearance of rash. 


Whooping 
cough—Six 
weeks 


from .beginning of "whoop." 


Mumps—Two weeks or until all 


•welling has subsided. 


Chick en pox—Until all crusts have 


fallen off. (2-4 weeks), 


All children exposed to red meas- 
les at home and are not immune 
•hall remain out of school two 
weeks; diptherla eight days; small- 
pox eighteen days; and scarlet fe- 
ver seven days. 


Other Regulations. 


Children excluded from school 
because of impetigo, scabies, 
or 
ringworm must 
remain out of 


school until all old lesions are heal- 
ed and no new places of eruption 
are found. 
Children unavoidably exposed to 


disease at school will be considered 
under tentative quarantine and 
•ubject to dally Inspection there- 
after. 
Parents are requested to notify 


principal when students are 111. 
This action enables these In charge 
of the health program to trace the 
•ource of contagion immediately. 
Cases requiring doctor's certifi- 
cate for entry to school are listed 
as follows: 1. AH children having 
history of contact with tubercu- 
losis will be required to have cer- 
tificate from doctor. 2, All chil- 
dren with granulated eyelids or 
with trachoma.

AUSTIN, Sept. 11.—(Special)— 


"The Venereal Disease Program of 
the Texas State Department 
of 
Health, in co-operation with the 
Texas State Medical Association 
composed of 
some five thousand 


physicians, has rapidly expanded 
during the past two yea",' Dr. 
George W. Cox, state health offi- 
cer, declared here today. "And at 
present it Is reaching 90 per cent 
of the state's population." 
This work Is vital to national de- 


fense and has been highly 
com- 


mended by those in charge of se- 
lective service. Young men Infect- 
ed with a venereal disease are not 
acceptable for training in the arm- 
ed forces for the defense of this na- 
tion. Every effort is being made, 
in cooperation with military author- 
ities, to keep venereal disease in- 
fections to a minimum. The need 
of this work in national defense

tioning hunters, Will J. Tucker, 
secretary of the state game depart- 
ment, today

avoidable error resulted in setting 
bag and 
possession limits 
on 


mourning and white wing doves at 
fifteen instead of twelve on the re- 
verse side of hunting licenses. 


The error occurred, Tucker ex- 


plained, 
because 
state 
hunting 


Jlcenses were printed before pres- 
ent state dove laws were approved 
and at that time the state dove bag 
and possession limit was fifteen in- 
stead of twelve. 


The secretary urged sportsmen 


to "pass the word around" that the 
limits announced on the licenses 
had been countermanded by later 
law, and urged that this especially 
be done In the northern counties 
of Texas, where mourning dove 
hunting is under way. 


The season in that section of the 


state, which comprises the north 
*one, opened Sept. 1 and will con- 
tinue through Oct. 12, by state law 
and federal regulations. Hunting 
hours are from 7 a. m, until Sun- 
set, as contrasted with last year's 
regulations which allowed shooting 
from sunrise until sunset. 


Tucker reminded sportsmen that 


•hooting of doves in the south zone 
will start Sept. 16. Last year it 
began Sept. 15. South zone hunt- 
ing of mourning doves this year 
will extend until Oct. 17, except 
that In six South Texas counties 
the season will bo only from Sept. 
16 to Oct. 15, inclusive. 


Three Days Per Week. 


In Webb, Zapata, Starr, Hidalgo, 


"Willace 
and 
Cameron 
counties 


mourning doves may be taken only 
on each Tuesday, Thursday and 
Sunday from 12 noon until sunset 
from Sept. 16 through Oct. 15. 


As a result of a conflict between 
state 
and 
federal 
regulations, 


white-winged doves may be taken 
only on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Sundays from 12 noon until sunset, 
Sept. 16 to Sept. 25, inclusive, in 
the six counties. 


But in other counties white-wings 


may be taken from 7 a. m. until 
•unset during the full open sea- 
ion of Sept. 16 through Sept. 25. 


The bag limit on white wings Is 


the same as for mourning doves- 
twelve a day and twelve in pos- 
session at one time, Tucker assert- 
ed. 


Sportsmen in the southern tip 


of Texas were reminded that neith- 
er white-wings nor 
Chachalacas, 


commonly called Mexican Pheas- 
ants, may be taken south of U. S. 
Highway 83 from the Starr-Zapata 
County line to the western city lim- 
its of Brownsville. 


This area, it was explained, was 
••t aside by the Legislature as a 
nesting and propagating ground for 
these birds, which are threatened 
with depletion as the result of the 
clearing of thousands of acres of 
brush country,

— Lieut-General Walter 
Kreuger, 


addressing about 12,000 officers In 
a critique here 
today, 
declared 


that "laxity of discipline" in the 
Third Army which he commands 
"gives me great concern." 


"This is due almost wholly to the 


failure of officers in Insisting upon 
accurate obedience to orders and 
regulations through lack of effec- 
tive supervision by senior officers," 
the blunt outspoken commander of 
more than 300,000 troops on ma- 
neuvers in this area said. 


"Orders are issued, but very, very 


frequently they die on the vine/1 
he continued in his prepared re- 
marks in the critique which closed 
preliminary maneuvers and was 
held In advance of the final phase 
of the Third Army's maneuvers 
with the Second Army starting 
Sept. 15. 


"This must be corrected at all 
costs, discipline must be preserv- 
ed. No army is worth much unless 
it has discipline. I do not mean 
subservience or fear.

is needed in every walk of life."
